I've got a PICkit - don't use it much but it has 

saved me a couple of times, has a nice feature to 

"learn" the internal oscillator calibration constant 

if that is accidentally messed up. I've also found 

it can revive misprogrammed parts under some circumstances. 


I use it with w98 first edition, although I did have 
second edition on there for a while so maybe that's 
why it works OK. Also, I seem to recall that you 
need to install a USB driver from the windows disk. 


Two nice inclusions are the source code for both the 
USB PIC on the PICkit circuit board and the source 
code for the programming software. I assume this 
means that some software capable folks can port this 
to Linux and maybe with the appropriate programming 
adapter and changes to the software, that the PICkit 
can program parts other than the four which it 
currently programs so nicely.

Just recently built an SW-20+, and built an SW-40+ about a year ago, and 
got an SW-30+ coming some time this week. From the 20 and 40 meter 
version, I have only been able to get about 1.7 to 1.8 watts from either 
rig as measured with an RF probe into a 50 ohm load. I could turn R24 up 
past this range, but the sidetone would get really harsh sounding like RF 
was getting into something it wasn't supposed to ! So I emailed Dave 
Benson at Small Wonder Labs and asked him about it. The rigs are 
advertised at 2.5 watts, so I figured maybe I had done something wrong 
and wondered if the hash sidetone was also an indication of a bad 
transmitted signal. Dave emailed me back, and confirmed that the harsh 
sidetone was due to mis tuned transformers T1 and T2 and that it would 
effect the transmitted signal. So, this evening, I connected my dummy 
load and my RF probe, along with an analog voltmeter so that I could 
detect a peak better. I tweaked back and forth several times between the 
2 transformers, while really paying attention to the peaks this time. 
This time I brought it up to 11.5 RF volts which roughly comes out to 2.6 
watts ! When I started, I was reading 9.5 RF volts for about 1.8 watts ! 
And all this was without touching R24 ! That was with the SW-20+, now 
for the SW-40+ ! To make a long story short, it came out basically the 
same, and I finally decided to set them both (via R24) to 2 watts even ! 
I know that an extra quarter watt each isn't going to make any difference 
in received signal strength, but I'm sure that the transmitted signal is 
much cleaner now ! So, whenever you build one of these great little 
rigs, pay special attention to tuning the transmitter section, it will 
pay off in the long run ! 


Thanks for your help Dave ! You have a great product there !

You know, sometimes a really neat qso comes along and it just looks nice in 
the log. 

Just finished chatting with Ben, WA3RLT in Coatesville, Pennsylvania, on 
3705 kcs, using my IC-703 at 5 Watts out to the end-fed wire. 

Ben was running a Barker & Williamson 5100B to a dipole and he was receiving 
me on his Hammarlund HQ-170. 

Yessir, a real hybrid qso, that... 


We were ‘troubled by static' and also suffered ‘signals fading' :) 
But, Ben proudly stated that the filtering in the '170 had helped to pull me 
through. 


I don't remember the output of the 5100B(guess I could look it up) but it 
sure sounded potent here. 

Ben was grid-block keying the 5100B with an MFJ-484C. 

I mentioned to Ben that I use a Heathkit HD-1410 keyer with an outboard 
high-voltage transistor for keying my cathode-keyed rigs like the Meissner 
Signal Shifter, the Heathkit DX-40 and the Eico 723. This ‘extra' transistor 
is actually an old Mitsubishi type QM75DY-H, no 2N7A0...weighs about a 
pound. I pulled it from a defunct DC motor drive twenty years or so ago. Has 
two transistors in the package. One a dead short. I use the other one... 

The only older, still functional transistors I have around here are the 
2N107 pnp jobbies in my Heathkit Workshop 19 (aka SK-50)...from around 1960. 
"...and I'm gettin' old..." from ‘Heart of Gold' - Neil Young

My version of the PAC-12 antenna, is slightly larger than the original 
design ! First, my bottom section is 48" long, and made from a 3/8" 
diameter aluminum gun cleaning rod that breaks down into 12" pieces ! I 
already had a 5/16" threaded socket on one end for gun cleaning 
attachments, so I used 5/16" inch bolts on the bottom of my coils to 
screw directly into this. Then I threaded the bottom end with 3/8" x 24 
threads, so it would screw directly into a common antenna mount. I then 
built a spiked ground mount for it with a regular antenna feed through 
connector, which has the 3/8" threaded socket on top with an SO-239 at 
the bottom for the coax feedline. I can also use this antenna on my 
truck (while parked of course) with a regular antenna mount I have 
mounted on the bed rail of the truck. My PAC-12 fully assembled is 
around 10' tall, and I'm sure exhibits slightly more efficiency than the 
shorter version. My coils are also wound on 1.5" pvc pipe so the coils 
should have a higher Q factor. I have been thinking of building an even 
larger version, using 3/25" copper pipe in four 2' sections fastened 
together with brass compression fittings for the bottom, and a 6' 
telescopic whip on top of the coils for a total height of about 14' ! 
Should be a real performer !

You are correct , the PAC-12 does not violate any laws of Physics and I do 
not claim thatit performs miracles. It is designed to be as efficient as 
possible for its size and weight. 


Any shortened antenna is a compromise, the trick is to limit the 

losses as much as possible. The basic PAC-12 design is a good example. 

One can certainly improve the performance by making the coil diameter 

larger. However, as the coil gets much larger, a stronger base section is 

needed and the light weight advantage is lost. If light weight is not an issue, 
a builder can improve efficiency by using a bigger coil. Also, increasing 


the length of the base section will also improve a bit. More radials also help 
to reduce 

ground losses. All of these have tradeoffs in the portability and ease of setup 
of the 

antenna. 


Many builders have taken the basic design and customized it for their 
specific needs. I encourage anyone building the antenna to use it as an 
experimenters 

platform and try some modifications.

A real nice job on the physical appearance of the TX and congrats on 
homebrewing up a rig right out of the chute. That's more that most of us 
could do. 


Your 7 volts peak equates to 500 milliwatts out. You sort of start out ina 
hole with QRP (and you are QRPp - 10 dB below 5 watts) and you've dug 
yourself a lot deeper one with that low antenna. If you x*cannot* get a 
dipole or other horizontal wire type antenna up to a reasonable height, try 
a vertical. 


Yes, long interconnecting wires are going to cause you problems with RF, 
although on 40 meters, a few inches usually isn't a killer. But bundling 
them with other wires is not good, as you've realized, because the coupling 
will cause more problems. 


And yes, that resonant tank output isn't giving you much harmonic 
suppression. You could add on a more conventional filter to take care of 
that problem. But that wouldn't help you be heard. 


I don't think substituting for the FT-243 is a problem. The fact that you 
hear only a chirp briefly says there's not much of a problem here. 


Since your final amplifier is class-C (no current without RF drive), I'd 
consider the fact that it gets hot to be a good thing. Of course, if output 
drops to zero, then you had too much of a good thing and needed a bigger 
heat sink. 


I see you're in Kansas. Maybe you could get some local QRP-Ler to listen 
for you. Just being heard at all, or having a scheduled QSO, can do wonders 
for motivation. If we really want to be bold, I'll give a listen down here 
in Arkansas. 


Check out NORCAL or similar web sites for a circuit for a companion 5 watt 
amplifier for your rig. Use it when conditions are mediocre or your 
antennas is crummy, and run the TX barefoot when things are better or you 
want a bigger challenge.

I am a new Technician, and having passed the Element 1 exam, I built the 
following CW transmitter for 40 meters:

It's a solid state 3-watter, based on an article in QST in June 1967. 
Has anyone here used this design? 


I'm getting very little output. After tuning the transmitter, per the 
specs, and measuring the output using the method suggested by the 

author of the web page, I figure I'm getting 1 watt or less (I'm measuring 
a max of 7 V across the dummy load, recitified with a cap and diode). 


When transmitting, I am feeding this output into a dipole cut for 40 
meters, which is 7 feet off the ground. I've been informed by 
rec.radio.amateur.homebrew that this is much too low, but this is only

of the problem.

Any shortened antenna is a compromise, the trick is to limit the 

losses as much as possible. The basic PAC-12 design is a good example. 
One can certainly improve the performance by making the coil diameter 
larger. However, as the coil gets much larger, a stronger base section is 
needed and the light weight advantage is lost. If light weight is not an 
issue, a builder can improve efficiency by using a bigger coil. Also, 
increasing the length of the base section will also improve a bit. More 
radials also help to reduce ground losses. All of these have tradeoffs in 
the portability and ease of setup of the antenna.

Hi John, 
And welcome! Congratulations on homebrewing your first CW xmtr!! 
Complete with homebrew circuit board - impressive! 


A couple thoughts on getting it running. If you're measuring power 
out after you key up and the final transistor is getting hot even when 
idle, it indicates that either the transistor is getting inadvertently 
biased somehow or perhaps you have some type of parasitic oscillation. 
The wires running from the circuit board to the output transformer may 
be contributing to the problem. 


Sometimes the easiest way to debug a new project is stage by stage. 
You might begin by taking your RF detector and measuring the output of 
the xtal oscillator to make sure it is providing sufficient drive for 
the power amp stage. I would expect to see a few volts of RF at the 
output of the oscillator if the circuit was operating correctly. 


You can also use the RF detector to peak C1 and C2 for maximum RF out. 
If changing C1 and C2 does not peak the RF output voltage it may be 
due to the excess inductance/capacitance in the wiring to the two 
output transformers. I would expect to see some change however, even 
with the circuit as is. 


If you don't make the progress you expect debugging the rig and decide 
to do a re-layout, you might consider creating a Manhattan style 
board. Chuck Adams, K7Q0 has several examples on his web page you 
might want to check out. Ditto Jim Kortege, K8IQY.

Finally, as you've already been told, a 40m dipole at 7 feet is a sky 
warmer :-) To really enjoy QRP ops you need to get your dipole up as 
far as possible to maximize your chances of a successful QSO. Mother 
Propagation blesses those with high antennas with more QSOs :-).

I have been using my Wilderness Sierra (stock) on either 13.8v ps or a set of 
8 AA batteries. Output is in the 1-2 watt range for the most part depending 
upon the band. This is fine for an efficient antenna setup but seems anemic 
when using short verticals and low dipoles. I would like about 4-5 watts if 
possible for 40 and 20m 


I have read the various mods and a bit confused regarding the changing of the 
finals. Some articles seem to say you can just exchange the transistors and 
others note you need to do some additional circuit mods.
